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WHEREAS plaintiff and counterdefendant Mag Instrument, Inc. ("Mag . 

Instrument") and defendant and counterclaimant Koehler-Bright Star, Inc. a

("Koehler-Bright Star") have agreed in a separate agreement to settlement of the?

matters in issue between them and to entry of this Consent Judgment and w 
Permanent Injunction, it is hereby ORDERED, ADJUDGED, AND DECREED 
THAT: 

1 . This is an action for patent infringement, arising under the patent laws 
of the United States, Title 35, United States Code. 

2. This Court has jurisdiction over all of the parties in this action and 
over the subject matter at issue based on 28 U.S.C. §§ 133 1 and 1338. This Court 
further has continuing jurisdiction to enforce the terms and provisions of this 
Consent Judgment and Permanent Injunction. Venue is also proper in this Court 
pursuant to 28 U.S.C. §1391, as well as 28 U.S.C. § 1400(b). 

3. Mag Instrument is a corporation incorporated under the laws of the 
State of California and has its principal place of business at 2001 South Hellman 
Avenue, Ontario, California 91761. 

4. Koehler-Bright Star is a corporation incorporated under the laws of the 
State of Delaware and has its principal place of business at 380 Stewart Road, 
Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania 18706. 

5 . Koehler-Bright Star has manufactured, used, offered for sale, and/or 
sold certain RESPONDER 4AA flashlights. A digital photograph of a 
RESPONDER 4AA flashlight is attached hereto as Exhibit 1. The RESPONDER 
4AA flashlights were neither manufactured nor authorized by Mag Instrument. 

6. Koehler-Bright Star has also manufactured, used, offered for sale, 
and/or sold certain RESPONDER 4AA headlamps. A digital photograph of a 
RESPONDER 4AA headlamp is attached hereto as Exhibit 2. The RESPONDER 
4AA headlamps were neither manufactured nor authorized by Mag Instrument. 
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7. Mag Instrument is, by assignment, the owner of all right, title, and 
interest in United States Patent No. 6,905,223 ("the '223 patent"). A copy of the 0 
'223 patent is attached hereto as Exhibit 3. i| 

8. The ! 223 patent, issued on June 1 4, 2005, is valid and enforceable, and 
has been infringed by Koehler-Bright Star's manufacture, use, offer for sale, and/or 
sale of the RESPONDER 4AA flashlights and RESPONDER 4AA headlamps. 
Koehler-Bright Star will not directly or indirectly aid, assign, or participate in any 
action contesting the validity or enforceability of the '223 patent. 

9. Mag Instrument is, by assignment, the owner of all right, title, and 
interest in United States Patent No. RE 38,014 ("the *014 patent"). A copy of the 
'014 patent is attached hereto as Exhibit 4. 

10. The '014 patent, issued on March 4, 2003, was (prior to its expiration) 
valid and enforceable, and was infringed by Koehler-Bright Star's manufacture, use, 
offer for sale, and/or sale of the RESPONDER 4AA flashlights. Koehler-Bright 
Star will not directly or indirectly aid, assign, or participate in any action contesting 
the validity or enforceability of the '014 patent. 

1 1 . Koehler-Bright Star, its officers, directors, agents, servants, 
employees, attorneys, confederates, and all persons and/or entities acting for, with, 
by, through, and/or in concert and participation with them or any of them, are 
hereby permanently enjoined from engaging in any of the following activities: 

(a) manufacturing, using, importing, offering for sale, and/or selling 
any lighting product that infringes the '223 patent except, until December 31, 2009, 
the RESPONDER 4AA flashlights and RESPONDER 4 AA headlamps; and 

(b) inducing or enabling each other or others to manufacture, use, 
import, offer to sell, and/or sell any lighting product that infringes the '223 patent 
except, until December 31, 2009, the RESPONDER 4AA flashlights and 
RESPONDER 4AA headlamps. 
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12. Service by mail upon Koehler-Bright Star, addressed to Monica L. 
Thompson, DLA PIPER US LLP, 203 North LaSaile Street, Suite 1900, Chica^tf, 
Illinois 60601 , of a copy of this Consent Judgment and Permanent Injunction :| 
entered by the Court is deemed sufficient notice under Federal Rule of Civil Jo 
Procedure 65. It shall not be necessary for Koehler-Bright Star to sign any form of 
acknowledgement of service. 

1 3 . Koehler-Bright Star dismisses its Counterclaim against Mag 
Instrument, with prejudice. 

14. The parties shall bear their own attorneys 1 fees and costs.
